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Have you ever wondered how 
someone so young can get so nice in 
so short a time? Have you ever seen 
him angry? Have you ever seen him fail 
to be polite to anyone? Have you ever 
seen him with a frown on his face? Not 
me, and I don't believe anyone else 
has either. These comments come from 
people throughout the hospital who 
know our personable Chief Pharmacist, 
Vince Conti. 


On the eighth day of December, 
1923, Vincent J. Conti was born ina 
two story wooden frame house in 
Brooklyn.’ Although several years have 
passed, the house still stands. He 
is one of thirteen children of Salvatore 
and Sophie Conti. 


Vince's father was born in 
Italy and came to Amerida when he was 
in his early teens. His mother, Sophie, 
was born in Egypt of Italian parents. 
Her parents were on tcur and just 
happened to be in Egypt when she arrived! 
Six years later, she came to America. 


Vincenzo Giuseppi Conti Mr. and Mrs. Conti met and were 


Titolare Farmacista married here in New York. The 


children of this union grew up to be responsible and upstanding citizens 
of their country. Three entered the medical field, one to become a 
doctor and two, including Vincent, became pharmacists. 


Vincent learned very young to work hard, delivering papers over 
a two mile stretch in the wee hours of the morning, carrying packages, 
and other similar tasks. Although money wasn't plentiful (and children 
were) in the Conti home, Vincent often reminisces about the "good times" 
that they enjoyed. People found it necessary then to make their own 
entertainment and the Conti Boys formed a jazz band which made a public 
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debut at the old Paramount Theatre in Brooklyn. The rumor is that 
the theatre closed shortly after the Conti Boys appeared there. 


He attended Public School 179 at Avenue "C" in Brooklyn and 
Manual Training High School, also in Brooklyn. In 1939 he graduated 
from Long Island University where he received his pharmacy degree. 
Shortly after, the country was at war and Vincent entered the Medical 
Corps of the Army. He spent most of his five years of Army life in the 
Pacific theatre of operations, first going to Hawaii, and then on to 
the more turbulent island of Okinawa where he experienced what it was 
like to see his camp blown completely away in a typhoon. 


When the war was finally over, Vincent returned home to attend 
St. John's University and obtained his B.S. Degree. St. John's put 
him on their faculty and for four years he taught Physics and Chemistry. 
At this time he married Josephine Giammiona, and they now have two 
sons, Vincent, Jr. and John. 


In 1951 Vincent left teaching at St. Jonh's to return to his first 
pursuit, Pharmacy, and came to work for The Hospital for Special 
Surgery. Through the years, he has made many friends here at the 
Hospital. He has such an amicable, even disposition and a ready smile 
that most people are drawn to him. 


Vincent is active in several organizations, among them the 
American Pharmacy Association, American Society of Hospital Pharmacists, 
St. John's Alumni, Catholic War Veterans and the Holy Name Society. 
He enjoys working with tools, reading, bowling and displayed his theatrical 
talents as one of the "Andrew Sisters" in a variety show put ona 
couple of years ago at the hospital. 


Among his many activities, Vincent drives four of his co-workers 
to work, back and forth from Brooklyn. Every evening he drives past 
a small red brick building which has the rather auspicious distinction 
(considering its size) of being the Cathedral of Brooklyn. The world 
travelers in the car, upon sighting the building bring forth comments, 
in a good natured way, on this "stupendous Cathedral", but each evening 
Vincent gives forth with the same response. He tips his hat respectfully 
and says "and a fine cathedral it is."
